[To  accompany  H,  R.  3444] 

The  Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service,  to  whom  was  re¬ 
ferred  the  bill  (H.  R.  3444)  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  publica¬ 
tion  of  cotton  statistics,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably 
thereon  without  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

STATEMENT 

This  legislation  is  intended  to  improve  the  administration  of  activi¬ 
ties  relating  to  the  collection  of  cotton  statistics. 

The  bill  provides  for  four  changes  in  the  act  of  April  2,  1924.  The 
first  of  these  changes  deletes  the  word  “calendar”  in  front  of  the  word 
“month”  in  section  2  of  the  act  of  April  2,  1924.  This  amendment 
will  make  it  possible  for  cotton  mill  operators  to  prepare  their  cotton 
consumption  and  mill  activity  reports  on  the  basis  of  business  months 
rather  than  calendar  months.  This  change  will  remove  the  necessity 
of  cotton  mills  keeping  two  sets  of  records  in  order  to  prepare  census 
reports  on  cotton  consumption  and  mill  activity. 

The  second  change  removes  language  which  is  repetitive  and  no 
longer  necessary. 

The  third  change  that  this  bill  makes  in  the  act  of  April  2,  1924, 
is  to  remove  the  mandatory  provision  of  section  2,  which  requires  that 
the  Director  of  the  Census  mail  copies  of  cotton  reports  to  all  cotton 
ginners,  cotton  manufacturers,  and  cotton  warehousemen,  and  to  all 
daily  newspapers  throughout  the  United  States.  This  change  would 
make  it  possible  to  limit  the  mailing  of  cotton  reports  to  those  who 
wish  or  need  them  and  will  prevent  public  criticism  of  the  unnecessary 
distribution  of  governmental  reports. 

The  fourth  change  is  required  to  make  the  act  of  August  2,  1924, 
consistent  with  the  provision  of  the  act  of  August  8,  1946  (Public 
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COTTON  STATISTICS 


Law  689,  79th  Cong;),  relating  to  the  issuance  of  cotton  estimates  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  change  provides  for  the  issuance 
of  cotton  ginning  reports  on  a  governmental  workday.  Some  of  the 
dates  prescribed  by  the  act  of  April  2,  1924,  for  the  issuance  of  cotton 
ginning  reports  occasionally  fall  on  a  Saturday  or  other  nonworkday. 

From  the  evidence  that  has  been  submitted,  the  committee  is 
convinced  that  this  legislation  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  cotton 
industry  and  that  it  would  provide  for  a  more  satisfactory  basis  for 
the  collection  and  publication  of  cotton  statistics  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census.  The  passage  of  this  bill  would  not  require  additional  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  collection  and  publication  of  cotton  statistics  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census. 

This  legislation  was  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  his  letter  and  accompanying  statement  follow:

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  I  recommend  to  the  Congress  for  its  consideration  the 
attached  draft  of  proposed  bill  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  publication  of 
cotton  statistics,  and  a  copy  of  statement  of  purpose  and  need  in  support  of  the 
recommended  legislation. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Department  that  the  enactment  of  the  proposed  legis¬ 
lation  would  improve  the  administration  of  activities  relating  to  the  collection 
of  cotton  statistics,  an  authorized  function  of  this  Department. 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  that  there  is  no  objection  to 
the  presentation  of  this  proposal  to  the  Congress.

Statement  of  Purpose  and  Need  for  Proposed  Legislation  to  Provide  for 
the  Collection  and  Publication  of  Cotton  Statistics 


It  is  believed  that  enactment  of  this  proposed  bill  will  improve  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  activities  relating  to  cotton  statistics,  by  effecting  the  following  changes: 

1.  Certain  content  changes  and  revisions  are  proposed  which  relate  primarily 
to  matters  which  are  not  properly  legislative  but  rather  administrative.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  the  act  as  it  now  reads  requires  that  the  statistics  shall  relate  to  each  cal¬ 
endar  month.  In  the  revision  the  word  “calendar”  has  been  deleted,  so  that  the 
Bureau  can  exercise  its  discretion  to  make  the  reports  most  suitable  to  the  con¬ 
venience  of  respondents  in  order  to  obtain  better  data. 

Many  individual  textile  mill  operators  and  their  associations,  including  the 
Cotton  Textile  Institute,  have  told  the  Census  Bureau  that  the  reports  covering 
a  number  of  calendar  weeks  can  be  prepared  by  the  mills  more  easily  than  reports 
covering  other  time  periods,  such  as  calendar  months. 

Reports  initiated  during  the  war  period  covered  such  combination  of  weekly 
periods  with  satisfactory  results  and  it  has  been  suggested  to  the  Bureau  that 
the  reports  on  cotton  consumption  stocks,  and  spindle  activity  also  be  adjusted 
to  cover  periods  of  4  or  5  calendar  weeks  rather  than  the  present  calendar  month, 
since  such  a  change  can  actually  save  money  for  the  respondents. 

The  third  sentence  of  section  2  is  duplicate,  so  it  is  recommended  that  it  be 
stricken  in  the  interest  of  clarity. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  succeeding  sentence  directing  the  mailing  of 
cotton  statistics  be  eliminated.  In  view  of  the  marked  decline  in  the  demand 
for  these  statistics  by  ginners,  warehousemen,  manufacturers,  and  daily  news¬ 
papers,  it  is  the  Department’s  opinion  that  compliance  with  the  present  manda¬ 
tory  directives  of  the  act  is  burdensome,  that  the  distribution  therein  directed  is 
unnecessary,  and  that  statistics  can  be  more  effectively  and  economically  dis¬ 
tributed  pursuant  to  administrative  regulations. 
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2.  The  revision  of  section  6  is  made  advisable  by  the  fact  that  Saturday  is  no 
longer  a  Government  workday.  Under  existing  law,  if  a  report  date  falls  on 
Saturday;  there  is  no  means  of  postponing  this  report  until  the  next  workday. 

Changes  proposed  in  this  law  are  consistent  with  the  changes  effected  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  legislation,  to  which  this  is  very  closely  related,  by 
the  act  of  August  8,  1946  (Public  Law  689,  79th  Cong.). 

If  any  further  justification  is  desired,  or  if  testimony  of  any  officials  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  is  deemed  necessary,  do  not  hesitate  to  call  on  us  for  such 
assistance. 

We  have  been  advised  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  that  there  is  no  objection 
to  the  presentation  of  this  report  to  the  committee.

[Each  report  published  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  quan¬ 
tity  ginned  shall  carry  with  it  the  latest  available  statistics  concerning  the  quantity 
of  cotton  consumed,  stocks  of  baled  cotton  on  hand,  the  number  of  cotton-con¬ 
suming  spindles,  and  the  quantity  of  cotton  imported  and  exported. 

[All  of  these  publications  containing  statistics  of  cotton  shall  be  mailed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Census  to  all  cotton  ginners,  cotton  manufacturers,  and  cotton 
warehousemen,  and  to  all  daily  newspapers  throughout  the  United  States.]  The 
Director  of  the  Census  shall  furnish  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  immedi¬ 
ately  prior  to  the  publication  of  each  report  of  that  [bureau]  Department 
(regarding  the  cotton  crop,  the  latest  available  statistics  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
and  the  said  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  publish  the  same  in  connection 
'  with  each  of  its  reports  concerning  cotton.

Accordingly,  the  Committee  on 
Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries,  which 
has  jurisdiction  over  legislation  \relating 
to  the  Coast  Guard,  was  invited  to  study 
the  bill  in  conjunction  with  Subcommit¬ 
tee  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judi¬ 
ciary.  A  subcommittee  of  three  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Committee  on  Merchant 
Marine  and  Fisheries  met  with  a  sub¬ 
committee  of  three  members  of  our 
committee  on  several  occasions  at 
which  time  the  bill  was  considered  in 
detail,  section  by  section,  and  each  pro¬ 
posed  change  in  substantive  law  was 
called  to  the  attention  of  that  commit¬ 
tee  by  our  daw  revision  counsel.  In 
addition,  the  Commandant  of  the  Coast 
Guard  and  two  other  officers  of  the  Coast 
Guard  were  present  and  assisted  in  ex¬ 
plaining  the  reasons  for  the  proposed 
changes.  After  full  consideration  -the

Mr.  Johnston  of  South  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  on  Post  Office 
and  Civil  Service,  submitted  the  following 

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  3444] 

The  Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  3444)  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  publi¬ 
cation  of  cotton  statistics,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favor¬ 
ably  thereon  without  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do 
pass. 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

This  legislation  is  intended  to  improve  the  administration  of  activi¬ 
ties  relating  to  the  collection  of  cotton  statistics. 

The  bill  provides  for  four  changes  in  the  act  of  April  2,  1924.  The 
first  .of  these  changes  deletes  the  word  “calendar”  in  front  of  the  word 
“month”  in  section  2  of  the  act  of  April  2,  1924.  This  amendment 
will  make  it  possible  for  cotton-mill  operators  to  prepare  their  cotton 
consumption  and  mill  activity  reports  on  the  basis  of  business  months 
rather  than  calendar  months.  This  change  will  remove  the  necessity 
of  cotton  mills  keeping  two  sets  of  records  in  order  to  prepare  census 
reports  on  cotton  consumption  and  mill  activity. 

COTTON  STATISTICS 

The  second  change  removes  language  which  is  repetitive  and  no 
longer  necessary. 

The  third  change  that  this  bill  makes  in  the  act  of  April  2,  1924,  is 
to  remove  the  mandatory  provision  of  section  2,  which  requires  that 
i  the  Director  of  the  Census  mail  copies  of  cotton  reports  to  all  cotton 
ginners,  cotton  manufacturers,  and  cotton  warehousemen,  and  to  all 
daily  newspapers  throughout  the  United  States.  This  change  would 
make  it  possible  to  limit  the  mailing  of  cotton  reports  to  those  who 
wish  or  need  them  and  will  prevent  public  criticism  of  the  unneces¬ 
sary  distribution  of  governmental  reports. 
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The  fourth  change  is  required  to  make  the  act  of  August  2,  1924, 
consistent  with  the  provision  of  the  act  of  August  8,  1946  (Public 
Law  6S9,  79th  Cong.),  relating  to  the  issuance  of  cotton  estimates  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  change  provides  for  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  cotton-ginning  reports  on  a  governmental  workday.  Some 
of  the  dates  prescribed  by  the  act  of  April  2,  1924,  for  the  issuance  of 
cotton-ginning  reports  occasionally  fall  on  a  Saturday  or  other  non¬ 
workday. 

From  the  evidence  that  has  been  submitted,  the  committee  is  con¬ 
vinced  that  this  legislation  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  cotton  in¬ 
dustry  and  that  it  would  provide  for  a  more  satisfactory  basis  for  the 
collection  and  publication  of  cotton  statistics  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census.  The  passage  of  this  bill  would  not  require  additional  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  collection  and  publication  of  cotton  statistics  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census. 

This  legislation  was  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
his  letter  and  accompanying  statement  follow:

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  I  recommend  to  the  Congress  for  its  consideration  the 
attached  draft  of  proposed  bill  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  publication  of 
cotton  statistics,  and  a  copy  of  statement  of  purpose  and  need  in  support  of  the 
recommended  legislation.  ( 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Department  that  the  enactment  of  the  proposed  legisla¬ 
tion  would  improve  the  administration  of  activities  relating  to  the  collection  of 
cotton  statistics,  an  authorized  function  of  this  Department.

Statement  of  Purpose  and  Need  for  Proposed  Legislation  To  Provide  for 
the  Collection  and  Publication  of  Cotton  Statistics 

It  is  believed  that  enactment  of  this  proposed  bill  will  improve  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  activities  relating  to  cotton  statistics,  by  effecting  the  following  changes: 

1.  Certain  content  changes  and  revisions  are  proposed  which  relate  primarily 
to  matters'  which  are  not  properly  legislative  but  rather  administrative.  For 
example,  the  act-  as  it  now  reads  requires  that  the  statistics  shall  relate  to  each 
calendar  month.  In  the  revision  the  word  “calendar”  has  been  deleted,  so  that 
the  Bureau  can  exercise  its  discretion  to  make  the  reports  most  suitable  to  the 
convenience  of  respondents  in  order  to  obtain  better  data. 

Many  individual  textile-mill  operators  and  their  associations,  including  the 
Cotton  Textile  Institute,  have  told  the  Census  Bureau  that  the  reports  covering 
a  number  of  calendar  weeks  can  be  prepared  by  the  mills  more  easily  than  reports 
covering  other  time  periods,  such  as  calendar  months. 

Reports  initiated  during  the  war  period  covered  such  combination  of  weekly 
periods  with  satisfactory  results  and  it  has  been  suggested  to  the  Bureau  that,  the 
reports  on  cotton-consumption  stocks  and  spindle  activity  also  be  adjusted  to 
cover  periods  of  four  or  five  calendar  weeks  rather  than  the  present  calendar 
month,  since  such  a  change  can  actually  save  money  for  the  respondents. 

The  third  sentence  of  section  2  is  duplicate,  so  it  is  recommended  that  it  be 
stricken  in  the  interest  of  clarity. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  succeeding  sentence  directing  the  mailing 
of  cotton  statistics  be  eliminated.  In  view  of  the  marked  decline  in  the  demand  for 
these  statistics  by  ginners,  warehousemen,  manufacturers,  and  daily  newspapers, 
it  is  the  Department’s  opinion  that  compliance  with  the  present  mandatory 
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directives  of  the  act  is  burdensome,  that  the  distribution  therein  directed  is 
unnecessary,  and  that  statistics  can  be  more  effectively  and  economically  distrib¬ 
uted  pursuant  to  administrative  regulations. 

2.  The  revision  of  section  6  is  made  advisable  by  the  fact  that  Saturday  is 
no  longer  a  Government  workday.  Under  existing  law,  if  a  report  date  falls  on 
Saturday,  there  is  no  means  of  postponing  this  report  until  the  next  workday. 

Changes  proposed  in  this  law  are  consistent  with  the  changes  effected  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  legislation,  to  which  this  is  very  closely  related,  by 
the  act  of  August  8,  1946  (Public  Law  689,  79th  Cong.). 

If  any  further  justification  is  desired,  or  if  testimony  of  any  officials  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  is  deemed  necessary,  do  not  hesitate  to  call  on  us  for  such 
assistance. 

We  have  been  advised  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  that  there  is  no  objection 
to  the  presentation  of  this  report  to  the  committee.

Mr.  JOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  I  ask  that  the  bill  go  over 
The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The  bill 
wil/be  passed  over. 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  Mb-.  President, 
\yill  not  the  Senator  from  South  Caro¬ 
lina  withhold  his  request? 


construct  planes  at  a  cost  of  many  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  and  actually  test  them 
out  in  flight,  because  we  have  no  appa¬ 
ratus  in  which  the  prototype  or  the  model 
can  be  tested.  So,  while  this  expendi¬ 
ture  seemingly  is  large,  without  it  we 
shall  keep  on  having  to  test  the  planes 
in  order  to  determine  what  we  might 
have  found  out  with  a  small  mode  in  an 
appropriate  wind  tunnel.  It  is  on  the 
very  highest  priority  list  of  the  Army, 
Navy,  and  Air  Force. 

That  is  all  there  is  to  the  bill.  The  in¬ 
direct  economy  involved  impelled  the 
Senator  from  Maryland  and,  I  know,  the 
Senator  from  Texas,  and  other  members 
of  the  committee,  to  ask  for  its  considera¬ 
tion  at  this  time. 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  Mr.  President, 
will  the  distinguished  Senator  from 
Maryland  yield? 

Mr.  TYDINGS.  I  yield. 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  Does  it  have 
the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Armed 
Services  Committee? 


Mr.  TYDINGS.  It  does. 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  Then  I  with-, 
hold  any  objection. 

Mr.  KNOWLAND.  Mr.  President,'  I 
should  like  to  say  to  the  Senator,  from 
New  Jersey  that  I  served  under  the-ihair- 
manship  of  the  Senator  from  ^exas  on 
the  subcommittee.  The  bill  \yks  unani¬ 
mously  reported  by  the  subcommittee 
after  full  hearings,  and  I  think  it  was 
uanimously  reported  by  the  full  Armed 
Services  Committee.  { 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  I  very  gladly 
withdraw  any  objection. 

Mr.  MAGNUSQN.  Mr.  President,  I 
merely  desire  to/ask  the  Senator  from 
Texas  a  question,  as  to  whether  or  not 
in  the  consideration  of  the  bill  there  was 
any  discussiph  regarding  the  possible  sites 
of  the  so-galled  tunnel. 

.Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  tja'e  subcommittee  made  inquiry  of 
the  representative  of  the  Secretary  of 
Defense,  and  we  received  information 
that  no  determination  had  been  made  as 
to  where  the  facilities  would  be  estab¬ 
lished. 

Mr.  TAFT.  Mr.  President,  can  the 
Senator  tell  us  how  many  wind  tunnels 
there  are  already  under  charge  of  the 
Army,  Navy,  and  Research  Council? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas.  The  Air 
Force  now  has  a  total  investment  of  about 
$15,000,000  in  wind  tunnels.  All  the  wind 
tunnels  are  located  at  Wright-Patterson 
Air  Force  Base,  Ohio,  except  two  small 
supersonic  wind  tunnels  located  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  and  one  at  the 
Packard  engineering  plant  at  Toledo. 
In  addition,  the  Navy,  the  Army  and 
the  National  Advisory  Committee  on 
Aeronautics  have  six  other  wind  tunnels 
they  are  operating.  I  may  say  to  the 
Senator  from  Ohio  that  most  of  the  facil¬ 
ities  we  now  have  are  out  of  date,  so 
far  as  transsonic  and  supersonic  tests  are 
concerned. 

Mr.  TAFT.  Is  this  tunnel  to  be  a 
larger  tunnel,  or  different  from  all  the 
wind  tunnels  we  already  have? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas.  The  bill  pro¬ 
vides  for  a  total  of  13,  to  be  located  at 
the  13  outstanding  universities  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  Those  wind  tunnels  are  to  be  used 
making  tests  and  training  personnel 
in\he  field  of  transsonic  and  supersonic 
sped^s.  The  other  nine  wind  tunnels 
will  Be  located,  six  at  present  facilities, 
under  the  National  Advisory  Committee 
on  Aeronautics,  two  at  a  new  center,  and 
one  at  a  Nkyy  installation. 

Mr.  TAFt  It  occurs  to  me  that 
building  one  \ind  tunnel  is  a  very  ex¬ 
pensive  proposition.  I  have  already  been 
through  the  one ip  Cleveland,  owned  by 
the  National  Advisory  Committee  on 
Aeronautics,  and  while  I  am  in  favor  of 
wind  tunnels,  it  seemk/o  me  providing 
for  20  or  30  more  indidates  perhaps  an 
unnecessarily  large  program. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas\There  is  no 
difference  of  opinion  as  to  h<W  many  are 
to  be  established.  The  13  wind  tunnels 
are  small  wind  tunnels,  to  be  located  at 
the  universities,  and  the  total  costas  only 
$4,400,000  for  the  thirteen.  The  \arge 
wind  tunnels  are  to  be  located  at\he 
air  engineering  development  centers,  ar 
will  be  much  more  expensive. 


[Public  Law  133 — 81st  Congress] 

[Chapter  256- — 1st  Session] 

[H.  R.  3444] 

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  tho  collection  and  publication  of  cotton  statistics. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R  epresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ,  That  section  2  of 
the  Act  of  April  2,  1924  (43  Stat.  31),  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
“That  the  statistics  of  the  quantity  of  cotton  ginned  shall  show  the 
quantity  ginned  from  each  crop  prior  to  August  1,  August  16,  Sep¬ 
tember  1,  September  16,  October  1,  October  18,  November  1,  Novem¬ 
ber  14,  December  1,  December  13,  January  16,  and  March  1 :  Provided , 
That  the  Director  of  the  Census  may  limit  the  canvasses  of  August  1 
and  August  16  to  those  sections  of  the  cotton-growing  States  in  which 
cotton  has  been  ginned.  The  quantity  of  cotton  consumed  in  manu¬ 
facturing  establishments,  the  quantity  of  baled  cotton  on  hand,  the 
number  of  active  consuming  cotton  spindles,  the  number  of  active 
spindle-hours,  and  the  statistics  of  cotton  imported  and  exported  shall 
relate  to  each  month,  and  shall  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  close  of  the  month.  The  Director  of  the  Census  shall  furnish  to 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  immediately  prior  to  the  publication 
of  each  report  of  that  Department  regarding  the  cotton  crop,  the  latest 
available  statistics  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  the  said  Department 
of  Agriculture  shall  publish  the  same  in  connection  with  each  of  its 
reports  concerning  cotton.” 

Sec.  2.  That  the  last  sentence  of  section  6  of  the  Act  of  April  2, 
1924  (43  Stat.  31),  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  “When  such  date 
of  release  falls  on  Sunday,  a  legal  holiday,  or  other  day  which  pur¬ 
suant  to  statute  or  Executive  order  is  a  nonworkday  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commerce  at  Washington  generally,  the  reports  shall  be  issued 
at  11  o’clock  antemeridian  of  the  next  succeeding  workday.” 

Approved  June  28,  1949.
